Her long-awaited new album, 25, is shattering records — but son

A dele was on the 
verge of behav- 
ing like a diva. 
Following the 
breakout suc- 
cess of her second album, 21, 
which sold 30 million copies 
worldwide and launched her 
to a stratospheric level of fame 
in 2011, the “Rolling in the 
Deep” singer admits she once 
became uncharacteristically 
testy about . . . laundry. “It was 
something simple, like running 
out of clean clothes. And me not 
having the initiative to wash my 
own clothes. I was annoyed that 
my clothes weren’t clean,” she 
recently told U.K. newspaper 
The Guardian. Alarmed by her 
sudden attitude, the London 
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native quickly snapped herself 
out of it — and grabbed the de- 
tergent. Continued Adele, “I told 
myself I’d better ... go and do my 
f— king laundry.” 

It’s hard to imagine any other 
superstar scrubbing her own 
knickers. But the 27-year- old 
balladeer isn’t any other super- 
star. The charming 10 -time 
Grammy winner is determined 
to not succumb to the trappings 
of fame or buy into her own 
hype. “All the Hollywood stuff 
seems surreal to her,” confides 
a friend. Though the private 
singer counts stars such as Ed 
Sheeran as pals (they dined 
together in NYC November 13), 
she’d rather be in London with 
boyfriend of four years Simon

Konecki and son Angelo than at 
any A-list industry party. “When 
I’m away, I really, really miss my life 
at home,” she told U.K. magazine 
I.D. in November. Indeed, Adele 
— whose third album, 25, was, 
at presstime, expected to be the 
biggest seller of the year — “is con- 
flicted because she has this amazing 
career, but all she wants to do is be 
with Simon and Angelo,” says the 
friend. “She really is just a normal 
girl who loves making music.” 

I FAME FEARS 

Her legions of fans, which include 
everyone from Beyonce to Barbra 
Streisand, have waited a long time 
for another batch of heart- on-her- 
sleeve songs. As 21 was blowing 
up, Adele (full name: Adele Laurie 
Blue Adkins) returned to England 
and largely avoided the spotlight. 
Fame, she told I.D., is something 
that scared her. “[I’m] frightened 
of it destroying me and it ruining 


me, and me getting lost . . . and I get 
frightened for the people that I love, 
feeling like they’ve lost me,” she said. 
“It’s a bit toxic, fame. I’ve got enough 
toxins in my body, I don’t need any 
of that.” Adds the Adele friend, “She 
doesn’t want to change who she is.” 

But those close to Adele say 
she is very much the same cheeky 
girl who grew up in Tottenham, a 
working-class neighborhood. She 
still has the same circle of friends 
she had as a kid. She swears with 
abandon. (“I’m s— tting myself’ 
is a favorite phrase when she’s 
nervous.) And she’s refreshingly 
frank about having a body that isn’t 
a size 0. “I think I remind everyone 
of themselves,” she told Rolling 
Stone. “Not saying everyone is my 
size, but it’s relatable because I’m 
not perfect.” Though a source 
says the slimmed-down star has i 
lost about 25 pounds by working V 
with a personal trainer, she j oked \ 
that during workouts, “I mainly 


moan. I’m not, like, skipping to the 
f— king gym. I don’t enjoy it.” Adele 
also admitted to Sirius XM Novem- 
ber 16 that despite once suffering 
from body-image problems, “I don’t 
let them rule my life.

lONE AND ONLY 

During her hiatus, the poster girl 
for heartbreak fell for Konecki. She 
has never publicly revealed how 
she met the 41-year- old investment 
banker turned philanthropist (see 
box, right), but the friend says 
Adele was drawn to his confidence. 
The wealthy founder of the clean- 
water charity Drop4drop “isn’t

in 2007 — the 3-year-old runs 
the show. Angelo isn’t a fan of her 
music (even though her new track 
“Remedy” is about him), so she 
sings him “Row, Row, Row Your 
Boat” instead. As she told Rolling 
Stone, “he’s the only person that 
tells me no. He completely rules 
me. He’s the boss.” 

When she’s not in the midst of 
a global press tour, Adele happily 
plays chauffeur, toting her tot 
to the zoo, parks, museums and 
playdates in her unassuming four- 
door Mini Cooper. Often clad 
in a casual uniform of leggings, 
sneakers and a slouchy sweater 
(not, as she calls it, the “borderline 
drag” look she wears on stage), she 
can stroll about with her family 
unrecognized.

A former smoker and drinker, 
Adele, who orders groceries from 
online supermarket Ocado, has 
cleaned up since becoming a 
mum. “There’s very little junk 
food,” says a source. “She orders a 
lot of vegetables, a lot of fruit.” 

But Angelo changed more 
than just Adele’s health; he also 


inspired her to get back to work. 
“Everything I do, in every channel 
of my life, is part of a legacy that 
I’m making for my child,” she told 
The Guardian, “I’m not motivated 
by much, certainly not by money

F or weeks, the blind 
items circulated:

A year ago, who could guess that the 
man then known as Bruce had any- 
thing in common with a prestige period 
drama starring Eddie Redmayne? 

But now we call her Caitlyn Jenner.
